Its western 
boundary is the great Bay of San Francisco and on the 
north and east it is bounded by navigable waters, the total 
length of its shore line being seventy miles. Along forty- 
five miles of this frontage the waters of the great Pacific 
Ocean come and go with the tides through the world-famed 
Golden Gate. The waters for the remaining distance of 
twenty-five miles are from the snow-capped Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, flowing through the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Rivers. No other county in the State is so highly 
favored with water transportation advantages, which truth 
leads up to a consideration of the prime factors in Contra 
Costa’s greatness—to her marvelous growth in population, 
her increase in assessed valuation of from $25,000,000 in 
1905 to $54,500,000 in 1915, and to her great number of 
big manufacturing plants. 


They are numbered by scores and their respective out- 
puts range from thousands to millions of dollars, the total 
being so great as to place CONTRA COSTA at the HEAD 
of the list of manufacturing counties of the State. 

We have here all the facilities the manufacturer requires 
or can obtain anywhere, with the additional advantages 
afforded by unequaled sites at most reasonable figures. 
Active competition by rival transportation companies by 
rail and water, besides the fostering hand of official en- 
couragement, is accorded to all worthy comers. As a 
result of all this, our factories are rapidly multiplying, and 
while many of the desirable sites on our seventy miles of 
water front are occupied, there is abundant room for more. 


Farming and Fruit Growing 


Contra Costa County is not only great in manufacture, 
but is also marvelously rich in agriculture and horticulture. 

List of products: wheat, barley, alfalfa, oats, hay, 
potatoes, asparagus, celery, onions, beans, apples, prunes, 
peaches, plums, almonds, oranges, lemons, limes, walnuts, 
quinces, olives, table and wine grapes, currants, straw- 
berries raspberries, blackberries, dewberries, loganberries, 
raisins. These are the chief products, but all kinds of 
garden truck are raised, and cattle, horses, sheep and hogs 
are bred. The cow is here also, and the dairies send much 
cream, milk and butter to the city. 


An Ideal Climate 


The setting of this county insures an exceptional 
climate—a mingling of that which belongs to the sea and 
that which is of the land. The air about San Francisco 
Bay is uniformly cool. It is always in motion, coming 
through the Golden Gate with a rush, but moderating its 
pace as it spreads out over the bay and the hills which 
border it, so that by the time it has reached midway of 
this county the air is just right.

The phetograph trom which the above beautiful half-tone 
picture of the famous old mountain was made, was taken 
from an elevation looking east across the San Ramon valley, 
with the little city of Danville in the foreground. 

Huge development operations are now going on which 
will make this mountain eas accessible and which will in- 
cidentally carry the name of “Contra Costa” into all parts of 
the world 


Epitomized, this is the work undertaken in and about 
Mount Diablo: 

The construction of an Observatory as a crowning feature 
of the mountain. This structure is to be equipped with a 
telescope having a radius of 100 miles, and is to be fitted up 
with sleeping apartments, a dining room and restaurant and 
will be surmounted with a giant search light that will be a 
guide to the night traveler for one hundred miles in every 
direction. 

A lecturer will be present to explain the industries and the 
wealth of the various factories the upbuilding of the com- 
munity on which the lens is focused. Literature giving fuller 
details of the various communities and districts within the 
radius of the telescope will supplement the lecture. It is 
estimated that when the observatory is installed and the hi 


ways completed, that many thousands of tourists a year will 
visit the mountain. 


The telescope on the top of the Observatory, will stand as 
a permanent advertising medium for ali of Contra Costa 
County as well as all towns and districts within the radius 
of its tens. To increase its efficiency it will operate on a 
circuiar track and an automatic focus will direct attention 
to any given point.

These roads ascend the mountain from the west, 
while a third road is to be built to the summit on the east 
side. 

This gigantic preject which being carried forward by 
the R. N. Burgess Company of San Francisco, unique in the 
annals of California development work. 

The Mount Diabio Park Club will be the central feature 
ot this project and around it will revolve the social and 
practical life of the residents in the Park. An experimental 
school and Co-operative Farm, for the benefit of the residents 
of the Park will be an added feature to the project. Then 
there will be the golfing on the golf courses, the increased 
tennis cilities. swimming, boating and fishing as supple- 
mentary diversions.
